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BERKLEY  IN  ENVIABLE  CONDITION 


The  Town  of  Berkley  is  in  an  enviable  financial 
condition.  According  to  the  State  Auditor’s  Report 
dated  December  11,  1943,  the  Town  has  a Surplus  Rev- 
enue of  $30,955.09,  which  amount  is  within  $2,000.00 
of  the  total  tax  commitment  to  the  assessors  for  1943. 
The  final  payment  on  the  School  House  Note  was  made 
this  past  year  so  that  the  Town  has  no  funded  debt. 

The  tax  situation  of  the  Town  has  steadily  contin- 
ued to  improve.  There  are  very  few  outstanding  taxes 
over  two  years  old.  The  less  than  two  year  old  taxes 
are  less  than  half  what  they  were  a few  years  ago. 

Mr.  George  Tormey,  assisted  by  Miss  Bernice  An- 
drews, has  done  a very  efficient  job  in  handling  the 
administration  of  Public  Welfare,  Old  Age  Assistance 
and  Aid  to  Dependent  Children. 

The  cost  of  Public  Welfare  has  continued  to  de- 
crease. 

Because  of  the  increased  cost  of  living  the  budget 
allowance  for  Old  Age  Assistance  has  been  somewhat 
increased.  This  will  necessitate  an  increase  in  the  Old 
Age  Assistance  appropriation  for  1944. 

The  selectmen  and  finance  committee  have  recom- 
mended that  $10,000.00  of  our  surplus  revenue  be  in- 
vested in  War  Bonds  to  build  up  a reserve  for  the  Post 
War  Program. 

It  would  seem  that  it  might  be  a good  move  for  the 
Town  at  its  annual  meeting  to  elect  a Post  War  Plan- 
ning Committee  to  plan  a Post  War  Program  for 
Berkley.

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  definite  sums  of  money  for  the  admin- 
istration expenses  including  supplies  for  the  various 
departments  of  the  town  or  act  thereon. 

Article  9.  To  raise  and  appropriate  a sum  of 
money  to  be  expended  in  suppressing  the  gypsy  and 
brown  tail  moths,  including  private  work. 

Article  10.  To  choose  a memorial  committee  and 
appropriate  a sum  of  money  for  the  same. 

Article  11.  To  raise  and  appropriate  a sum  of 
money  to  be  used  in  the  cemetery  and  on  the  care  of 
graves  of  soldiers  and  sailors. 
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Article  12.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
.$689.32  for  the  Bristol  County  Tuberculosis  Hospital 
maintenance  and  repair. 

Article  13.  To  raise  and  appropriate  a sum  of 
money  for  snow  removal  and  sanding  in  the  year  1944. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  a sum  of  money  for  compensation  in- 
surance for  town  employees  or  act  thereon. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  selectmen,  to  borrow 
money  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  current  fi- 
nancial year,  and  to  issue  a note  or  notes  therefor,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  14  of  the 
General  Laws  as  amended. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  author- 
ize the  treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  selectmen, 
to  sell  at  such  time  or  times  as  may  be  deemed  to  be 
of  benefit  to  the  town,  certain  parcels  of  land  of  low 
value  taken  by  the  town  at  a sale  held  under  the  pro- 
visions of  Sections  79  and  80  of  Chapter  60  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a sum  of  money  for  mosquito  control  or  act 
thereon. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  a sum  of  money  for  Civilian  Defense 
or  act  thereon. 

Article  19.  To  raise  and  appropriate  a sum  of 
money  for  certain  unpaid  bills  of  1943  or  act  thereon. 

Article  20.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  vote 
to  take  in  regard  to  raising  and  appropriating  a sum  of 
money  for  expenses  of  the  Rationing  Board,  and  act 
thereon. 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  a sum  of  money  for  the  Reserve  Ac- 
count. 
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Article  22.  To  see  of  the  town  will  vote  to  trans- 
fer from  the  Surplus  Revenue  of  the  town  a definite 
sum  of  money  for  purchase  of  War  Bonds. 

Article  23.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  a sum  of  money  for  continuing  the 
work  of  the  Honor  Roll  Committee,  or  act  thereon.

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Report  of  A^ent  of  IJoard  of  Public  Welfare 

Board  of  Selectmen, 

Gentlemen: 

We  believe  it  will  be  of  interest  to  the  citizens  of 
the  Town  to  learn  that  the  total  cost  of  Public  Assist- 
ance through  its  four  branches  or  categories  of  relief 
was  $2,158.38  less  in  1943  than  in  the  preceding  year  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  Old  Age  Assistance  payments  were 
higher  in  1942.  There  was  no  appreciable  change  in 
the  case  load  as  shown  by  the  following  figures:

The  detailed  statement  of  all  receipts  and  expen- 
ditures is  included  in  the  usual  excellent  report  of  your 
Efficient  Town  Treasurer  and  need  not  be  included 
here.  However,  a brief  analysis  of  separate  totals  may 
be  considered. 

The  figures  will  show  that  for  Public  Welfare 
(sometimes  known  as  General  Relief  or  Temporary  Aid) 
the  sum  of  $2,318.58  was  spent  as  against  $3,477.77  in 
1942.  Of  this  $2,318.58,  nearly  half  ($1,074.08)  was  in- 
curred for  hospital,  medical  or  funeral  expenses. 

Of  the  total  $2,318.58  the  amount  of  $609.78  was 
charged  to  the  State  or  to  other  cities  or  towns  for  per- 
sons aided  here  but  legally  settled  elsewhere,  or  who 
were  without  legal  settlement  in  the  Commonwealth. 
All  but  $75.00  of  the  $609.78  has  been  collected  and  is  in 
the  hands  of  the  Town  Treasurer.  The  $75.00  is  guar- 
anteed and  will  be  paid.  Net  cost  to  the  Town  for  Pub- 
lic Welfare  $1,648.80. 

Nothing  was  spent  from  the  Soldiers’  Relief  ac- 
count. The  appropriation  of  $200.00  went  back  into 
Town  funds. 
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Old  Age  Assistance  expenditures  showed  an  in- 
crease particularly  since  September  8th,  when  new  or 
revised  laws  passed  by  the  last  session  of  the  State  Leg- 
islature went  into  effect.  These  laws  not  only  liberal- 
ized eligibility  requirements,  but  guaranteed  to  all  cli- 
ents of  this  category  uniform  consideration  in  the  mat- 
ter of  monthly  allowances.  All  such  grants  must  now 
be  based  on  a budgetary  guide  issued  by  the  State  De- 
partment, and  the  actual  living  expenses  as  determined 
by  those  standards,  less  any  income  being  actually  re- 
ceived, must  be  met  or  State  and  Federal  reimburse- 
ment might  be  withheld. 

Some  idea  of  the  many  changes  may  be  formed  by 
calling  attention  to  the  Manual  of  Rules  and  Proce- 
dures issued  by  the  State  Department  on  November  1, 
1943,  that  contains  264  closely  printed  pages  of  rules 
and  policies  for  study,  direction  and  reference. 

That  our  Old  Age  Assistance  recipients  might  also 
know  their  rights  and  privileges  under  the  new  laws 
and  regulations,  we  mailed  to  each  of  them  a pamphlet 
containing  the  information.  We  also  furnished  appeal 
blanks  which  they  were  at  liberty  to  use  if,  for  any  rea- 
son, they  were  not  satisfied  with  our  decisions  or  al- 
lowances. 

Because  we  followed  consistently  since  May,  1942, 
the  State  standards,  we  were  not  affected  as  much  as 
we  would  have  been  had  we  followed  the  old  methods 
of  granting  assistance,  but  the  added  expense  warrants 
the  request  of  increased  appropriations  as  contained  in 
the  estimates  submitted. 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children  payments  were  $507.84 
less  than  in  the  preceding  year  due  to  the  fact  that  we 
held  our  case  load  to  one  case  until  the  beginning  of 
this  year.  We  now  have  two  cases  and  may  increase 
this  figure.  Here,  too,  an  increased  appropriation  is 
asked. 

Administration  costs  for  1942  were  $932.11;  for 
1943  they  totaled  $920.44. 

This  in  brief  is  a summary  of  the  work  of  the  past 
year.  May  I include  with  this  report  my  acknowledg- 
ment and  appreciation  of  the  assistance  and  coopera- 
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tion  I have  received  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties  as 
Agent  of  your  Board. 

You,  gentlemen,  Selectmen  and  Members  of  the 
Board  of  Public  Welfare,  have  invariably  been  kind  and 
courteous  and  your  supervision  of  my  work  and  your 
sound  advice  and  suggestions  have  assisted  in  making 
sound  and  equitable  decisions.  Please  believe  me  when 
I say  that  it  has  been  both  a pleasure  and  a privilege  to 
work  with  you,  for  you,  and  for  the  Town. 

With  the  citizens  of  the  Town,  clients  and  others 
as  well  my  contacts  have  been  almost  100  per  cent  cor- 
dial and  cooperative.  I fully  appreciate  also  the  ad- 
vice and  help  of  Town  Treasurer  Francis  F.  G.  Andrews 
and  the  courtesy  accorded  me  by  your  Finance  Commit- 
tee when  I have  had  occasion  to  meet  with  them. 

In  our  work  we  have  many  contacts  with  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Welfare  and  I am  sure  you  gen- 
tlemen will  join  with  me  in  an  acknowledgment  of  the 
helpful  advice,  thorough  interpretation  of  the  laws  and 
gracious  assistance  given  by  our  District  Supervisor, 
Mrs.  Herman  C.  Rowe  of  the  New  Bedford  Office  and 
our  Area  Visitor,  Mr.  David  M.  Kilroy. 

Last,  but  by  no  means  least,  I extend  my  thanks  to 
our  Clerk,  Miss  Bernice  Andrews,  whose  more  than  or- 
dinary efficiency,  knowledge  of  required  details  and 
willingness  to  give  unlimited  service  has  rightly  enti- 
tled her  to  a major  portion  of  any  credit  due  our  efforts 
or  any  success  we  may  have  enjoyed.

Sir: 


As  directed  by  you,  I have  made  an  audit  of  the 
books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Berkley  for  the  period 
from  September  25,  1941,  the  date  of  the  previous  exam- 
ination, to  December  11,  1943,  and  report  thereon  as 
follows: 

The  financial  transactions  as  recorded  on  the  books 
of  the  several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  town 
funds  or  sending  out  bills  for  collection  were  examined 
and  checked  in  detail. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  receipts  were  analyzed  and 
compared  with  the  records  of  the  departments  collecting 
money  for  the  town  and  with  the  other  sources  from 
which  money  was  paid  into  the  town  treasury.  The  pay- 
ments were  checked  with  the  warrants  of  the  selectmen 
authorizing  them,  the  cash  book  additions  were  verified, 
and  the  cash  balance  on  December  IT,  1943,  was  proved 
by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office,  by  reconcilia- 
tion of  the  bank  balances  with  statements  received  from 
the  banks  of  deposit,  and  by  examination  of  the  savings 
bank  book. 

The  trust  and  investment  funds  in  the  custody  of 
the  town  treasurer  were  examined  and  listed.  The  in- 
come was  proved,  and  the  transfers  to  the  town  were 
verified. 

The  recorded  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt 
and  interest  were  checked  with  the  amounts  falling  due 
and  with  the  cancelled  securities  on  file. 

The  tax  title  deeds  on  hand  were  listed  and  the 
amounts  transferred  to  the  tax  title  account  were  veri- 
fied. The  reported  redemptions  were  checked  with  the 
receipts  as  recorded  on  the  treasurer’s  cash  book,  the 
disclaimers  were  verified,  and  the  tax  titles  on  hand 
were  listed,  proved,  and  compared  with  the  records  in 
the  Registry  of  Deeds. 


ANNUAL  REPORT 


Overlay  deficits  for  the  levies  of  1936  and  1937,  as 
shown  on  the  balance  sheet  and  aggregating  $171.91, 
should  be  raised  by  the  assessors  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Section  23,  Chapter  59,  General  Laws,  as 
amended. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  salary  and  compensa- 
tion of  all  elected  officials  be  fixed  annually  by  vote  of 
the  town  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section 
108,  Chapter  41,  General  Laws. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  collector  of  taxes 
were  examined  and  checked.  The  tax  and  assessment  ac- 
counts outstanding  according  to  the  previous  examina- 
tion and  all  subsequent  commitment  lists  were  audited 
and  proved  with  the  assessors’  warrants  issued  for  their 
collection.  The  collections,  as  recorded,  were  checked, 
the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified,  the  re- 
corded abatements  were  proved  by  comparison  with  the 
assessors’  record  of  abatements  granted,  and  the  out- 
standing accounts  were  listed. 

Verification  of  the  outstanding  accounts  was  made 
by  sending  notices  to  a number  of  persons  whose  names 
appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town  and 
from  the  replies  received  it  appears  that  the  outstanding- 
accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

Interest  on  deferred  payments  of  taxes  should  be 
enforced  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section 
57,  Chapter  59,  and  Section  2,  Chapter  60A,  General 
Laws,  as  amended. 

It  is  recommended  that  complete  records  be  kept  of 
all  departmental  bills  sent  out  for  collection  in  order 
that  the  accounts  receivable  may  be  audited. 

ITie  town  clerk’s  records  of  dog  and  sporting  li- 
censes issued  were  checked  and  the  payments  to  the 
State  and  the  town  were  verified. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  town  officials  required  to 
furnish  them  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties 
were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

General  ledger  accounts  were  compiled,  the  appro- 
priation accounts  were  analyzed  and  checked  to  the 
amounts  voted  by  the  town,  and  a balance  sheet,  which 
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is  appended  to  this  report,  was  prepared  showing  the 
financial  condition  of  the  town  on  December  11,  1943. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance 
sheet,  are  tables  showing  a reconciliation  of  the  treas- 
urer’s and  the  collector’s  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax, 
assessment,  and  tax  title  accounts,  together  with  tables 
showing  the  condition  and  transactions  of  the  trust  and 
investment  accounts. 

While  engaged  in  making  the  audit,  cooperation 
was  received  from  all  town  officials,  for  which,  on  be- 
half of  my  assistants  and  fo'r  myself,  I wish  to  express 
appreciation.

In  case  of  severe  storm  a No  School  Notice  is  broad- 
cast from  Station  WEAN  at  7:00  A.  M.  and  at  fifteen 
minute  intervals  until  7:45  A.  M. 
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GENERAL  INFORMATION 

Entrance  Age: 

First  grade  registration  in  September  of  any  year 
will  be  limited  to  those  children  who  are  at  least  six 
years  of  age  or  who  will  become  six  years  of  age  on  or 
before  the  following  April  first.  There  will  be  no  ex- 
ceptions to  this  ruling.  Registration  must  be  during  the 
first  three  weeks  of  school  in  September. 

Rirth  Certificates: 

Presentation  of  a birth  certificate  is  required  for 
entrance  to  first  grade. 

Vaccination : 

Every  child  who  enters  school  for  the  first  time 
must  present  a certificate  of  vaccination  or  a statement 
from  his  physician  that  vaccination  is  inadvisable. 


No  School  Information: 

When  weather  conditions  are  such  that  our  buses 
are  unable  to  run,  a no  school  notice  will  be  broadcast 
at  7:00  A.  M.  and  at  regular  intervals  from  radio  station 
WEAN.  Parents  are  urged  to  use  their  own  good  judg- 
ment about  sending  their  children  to  school  on  stormy 
days.  The  fact  that  school  is  in  session  does  not  mean 
that  attendance  by  all  pupils  is  advisable. 

rrnnsportntion : 

The  law  requires  that  transportation  be  provided 
for  pupils  residing  more  than  two  miles  from  the  school 
attended  or  more  than  one  mile  from  the  nearest  bus 
stop.  Many  pupils  living  at  lesser  distances  along  estab- 
lished routes  are  tranpsorted  if  the  seating  capacity  of 
the  bus  Vvdll  permit.  From  time  to  time  it  is  necessary 
to  refuse  transportation  to  some  of  these  living  under 
the  required  distance  when  our  buses  are  filled  to  capac- 
ity with  children  living  at  a greater  distance. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  BERKLEY  SCHOOL  ( OMMITTEE 

To  the  Citizens  of  Berkley: 

On  May  28,  1943,  the  Joint  Committee  of  the.Digh- 
ton-Berkley-Freetown-Gosnold  Superintendency  Union 
received  and  accepted  with  regret  the  resignation  of  E. 
Perley  Eaton,  for  three  years  superintendent  of  schools 
in  the  district.  To  the  superintendency  the  committee 
elected  in  June,  John  J.  Rolfe,  superintendent  of  schools 
in  the  Hinsdale-Windsor-Washii:^ton-Peru  Union  where 
he  had  served  for  four  years. 

The  only  change  in  the  teaching  staff  was  occa- 
sioned in  November,  1942,  when  the  committe  accepted 
the  resignation  of  Miss  Barbara  Allan,  teacher  at  the 
Myricks  School.  To  the  vacancy  thus  created  Miss  Mary 
Magina  of  Taunton,  a graduate  of  the  State  Teachers 
College  at  Bridgewater,  was  elected  in  April,  1943. 

The  schools  of  Berkley  should  be  a source  of  pride 
for  its  citizens.  Our  boys  and  girls  are  adequately  housed 
in  comfortable,  well  equipped  buildings.  And,  of  more 
importance,  we  have  a fine  corps  of  teachers.  With  men 
teachers  called  to  active  service  in  the  armed  forces  and 
women  teachers  in  great  demand,  the  committee  feels 
that  it  is  fortunate  in  retaining  the  regular  staff  during 
this  period. 

The  committee  would  call  attention  to  the  report  of 
the  superintendent  of  schools.  His  treatment  of  the 
status  of  the  educational  program  in  our  schools  is 
worthy  of  careful  consideration  by  all  the  townspeople. 

The  committee  anticipates  that  $24,377.09  will  be 
needed  to  cover  the  School  costs  for  the  ensuing  year. 
Attention  should  be  called  to  the  state  reimbursement 
which  will  amount  to  approximately  $13,838.26  leaving 
a net  cost  of  $10,538.83  to  be  borne  by  the  town  for  the 
operation  of  its  schools.  It  should  be  made  clear  that  the 
reimbursement  allowed  by  the  state  reverts  directly  to 
the  town  treasury  and  not  to  the  school  department. 

The  committee  meets  regularly  on  the  Wednesday 
preceding  the  first  and  third  Wednesday  of  each  month. 
Townspeople  should  feel  free  to  approach  the  committee 
and  superintendent  whenever  they  are  concerned  with 
matters  pertaining  to  the  schools.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SI  PERINTENDEIST  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  the 
Town  of  Berkley: 

I herewith  submit  my  first  annual  report  as  Super- 
intendent of  Schools  for  the  Town  of  Berkley.  The 
report  contained  herein  is  confined  largely  to  the  period 
from  August  first  to  December  thirty-first,  the  time 
that  has  elapsed  since  I became  your  Superintendent 
of  Schools. 

PERSONNEL: 

During  the  past  year  we  have  had  but  one  change 
in  our  teaching  staff.  Miss  Mary  Magina  of  Taunton  was 
elected  to  the  position  created  by  the  resignation  of  Miss 
Barbara  Allan  at  the  Myricks  School  in  November  of 
1942. 

Berkley  is  indeed  fortunate  to  have  had  but  one  va- 
cancy during  the  year.  The  town  of  Dighton  had  a 
teacher  turnover  of  forty  per  cent  last  year.  Replace- 
mt  of  teachers  will  become  more  and  more  difficult 
during  the  next  few  years  and  we  face  the  prospect  of 
having  to  employ  teachers  of  inferior  ability  as  the  sit- 
uation becomes  more  acute. 

PUPIL  ENROLLMENT: 

The  Berkley  Elementary  School  enrollment  is  like- 
ly to  remain  fairly  constant  for  a number  of  years  unless 
we  have  considerable  home  building.  Our  average  en- 
rollment is  21  pupils.  At  the  present  time  there  are  53 
students  from  Berkley  who  attend  the  Dighton  High 
School.  Eight  of  them  will  graduate  in  June. 

ATTENDANCE: 

The  school  attendance  law  provides  that  all  chil- 
dren between  the  ages  of  seven  and  sixteen  must  attend 
school  if  they  are  physically  and  mentally  able  to  do  so. 
The  school  superintendent  at  his  discretion  may  issue 
an  employment  certificate  or  a home  permit.  Such  cer- 
tificates or  permits  will  be  issued  only  to  those  children 
whose  best  interests  will  be  served  by  such  action.  For- 
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mer  superintendents  have  repeatedly  set  forth  in  the 
town  reports  the  responsibility  of  the  parents  in  regard 
to  school  attendance. 

The  number  of  parents  who  are  willing  and  ready 
to  steal  from  their  children  the  opportunities  of  an  ed- 
ucation is  appalling.  Since  the  opportunities  for  em- 
ployment have  increased,  many  parents  under  the  guise 
of  patriotism  have  induced  their  children  to  leave  school 
in  order  that  more  money  may  be  forthcoming  into  the 
family  pocketbook.  Any  parent  who  encourages  a child 
to  want  to  terminate  his  education  is  doing  that  child 
grave  injustice  unless  the  best  interests  of  the  school  and 
the  child  himself  will  be  better  served  thereby.  The  War 
Manpower  Commission  has  repeatedly  declared  that  the 
obligation  and  the  responsibility  of  every  boy  and  girl 
under  eighteen  years  of  age  is  in  the  school. 

Parents  must  see  to  it  that  their  children  attend 
school  on  every  day  possible  from  the  time  the  child 
enters  the  first  grade.  A large  number  of  parents  permit 
their  children  to  be  absent  for  such  reasons  as:  He  had 
to  get  a haircut;  he  had  to  buy  a pair  of  shoes;  mother 
did  not  get  up  in  time;  he  went  to  bed  late  the  night 
before;  he  had  to  feed  the  chickens.  The  more  intelli- 
gent parents  are  sometimes  the  worst  offenders.  A child 
who  is  permitted  to  be  absent  at  the  whims  of  his  par- 
ents will  soon  develop  the  attitude  that  school  is  not 
so  important  after  all,  and  will  soon  be  absenting  him- 
self without  their  knowledge. 

Most  of  the  positions  available  to  boys  and  girls 
who  have  not  graduated  from  high  school  are  blind 
alleys.  When  this  war  is  over  the  vast  majority  of  these 
young  people  will  be  without  jobs.  A boy  who  is  plan- 
ning to  enter  the  service  will  be  better  able  to  progress 
if  he  has  had  the  advantageof  a high  school  education. 

Every  pupil  who  finishes  the  eighth  grade  must 
continue  his  education  if  he  is  mentally,  physically  and 
morally  fit  to  do  so.  However,  without  the  cooperation 
of  the  home,  the  job  of  the  school  becomes  extremely 
difficult. 

PROMOTION  AND  RETARDATION 

As  our  age-grade  tabulation  sheet  shows,  there  is 
not  as  serious  a retardation  problem  in  Berkley  as 
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we  find  in  some  towns.  Some  factors  beyond  our  con- 
trol aggravate  the  situation.  Retardation  contributes  to 
lack  of  interest,  disciplinary  problems,  and  an  early 
withdrawal  from  school.  No  pupil  should  be  retarded  if 
his  best  interests  will  be  served  by  promotion.  With 
very  few  exceptions  our  pupils  should  finish  grammar 
school  by  the  time  they  are  fifteen  years  of  age.  Each 
child  should  progress  with  his  social  age  group  and  be 
taught  acording  to  his  ability  even  though  that  ability 
might  not  be  high  enough  to  do  the  normal  work  of  the 
grade.  A good  teacher  always  realizes  that  there  is  a 
wide  variation  of  ability  in  any  grade.  To  insist  that  a 
child  be  retarded  until  such  time  as  he  reaches  a high 
level  of  attainment  cannot  be  justified. 

At  the  present  time  we  have  twenty  pupils  who  are 
retarded,  two  or  three  years.  This  means  that  if  they 
continue  to  be  promoted  from  now  on,  they  will  be  at 
least  sixteen  years  of  age  before  entering  high  school. 
Twelve  of  them  will  be  sixteen,  four  will  be  eighteen 
and  four  will  be  seventeen.  Some  of  these  have  been 
kept  back  six  or  seven  times. 

When,  after  careful  consideration  and  after  a con- 
sultation with  the  Superintendent,  a teacher  decides 
that  a child  will  profit  more  by  repeating  a grade,  that 
judgment  should  be  final.  No  school  committee  member 
and  no  parent  is  in  a position  to  know  the  situation  well 
enough  to  be  able  to  override  such  a decision.  All  too 
often,  school  committee  members  in  some  communities, 
rather  than  antagonize  a troublesome  parent,  will  bring 
pressure  to  bear  so  that  children  who  should  be  retarded 
are  given  a promotion.  My  policy  will  be  to  support  the 
judgment  of  the  teacher  unless  that  judgment  can  be 
proven  to  be  faulty. 

ART  SUPERVISOR: 

I strongly  recommend  the  employment  of  a teacher 
of  art  for  the  Berkley  Schools.  The  teaching  of  art  is  a 
specialty  just  as  is  music  and  the  talents  of  one  who  has 
specialized  in  this  field  are  required  if  a satisfactory 
program  is  to  be  carried  out.  In  most  schools  that  have 
no  art  supervisor,  the  drawing  program  is  not  adequate. 
By  sharing  such  a teacher  with  other  towns,  the  cost  to 
Berkley  would  be  nominal. 
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SCHOOL  BUILDINGS: 

We  are  unable  to  use  our  auditorium  during  cold 
weather  because  of  the  lack  of  heating  facilities.  At  the 
present  time  two  of  our  five  furnaces  are  in  poor  condi- 
tion and  will  need  replacing  in  the  near  future.  It  seems 
advisable  that  serious  consideration  be  given  to  the  in- 
stallation of  a central  heating  plant  that  will  replace  our 
inefficient  hot  air  furnaces  and  will  at  the  same  time 
take  care  of  the  heating  of  the  auditorium. 

From  information  available  it  would  be  inadvisable 
to  provide  central  heating  at  this  time  because  of  the 
scarcity  and  inferior  quality  of  some  of  the  equipment 
necessary.  This  project  should  be  undertaken,  however, 
whenever  feasible,  both  from  an  efficiency  and  a finan- 
cial standpoint.  The  interior  of  the  building  is  sadly  in 
need  of  redecorating,  largely  as  a result  of  the  dirt  that 
accumulates  on  the  walls  and  ceilings.  This  situation 
can  be  largely  attributable  to  the  present  heating  sys- 
tem. To  add  more  furnaces  to  our  present  five,  would 
be  folly. 

The  natural  lighting  at  the  Berkley  Grammar 
School  is  unusually  good.  The  lighting  at  the  Myricks 
School  is  poor. 

EDUCATIONAL  COSTS: 

Educational  costs  throughout  the  country  have  ad- 
vanced during  the  past  several  years  and  will  continue 
to  rise  slightly  in  the  future  because  of  wage  and  price 
adjustments  from  time  to  time.  Any  appreciable  in- 
creases are  unlikely  if  the  national  trend  continues  to 
be  toward  stabilization  of  the  cost  of  living.  Some  supply 
items  have  doubled  in  price.  Many  articles  are  becoming 
extremely  scarce.  Necessary  repair  costs  are  almost  pro- 
hibitive, especially  when  the  work  must  be  done  by  out 
of  town  labor. 

CONCLUSION: 

For  any  school  system  to  run  efficiently  it  is  neces- 
sary for  parents,  townspeople,  school  committee  mem- 
bers and  faculty  to  work  together.  We  should  all  be  in- 
terested in  providing  the  best  education  possible  for  the 
pupils  of  Berkley.  Petty  politics,  personal  likes  and 
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dislikes,  and  penny  pinching  have  no  place  in  education. 
To  do  less  than  our  best  for  our  children  is  unjustifiable. 
The  education  of  these  children  is  the  responsibility  and 
the  duty  of  all  of  us.  Let  us  meet  our  obligations  with 
our  best. 

I am  grateful  to  the  townspeople  of  Berkley  for 
the  support  they  have  given  our  schools.  I am  especially 
appreciative  of  the  cooperation,  friendship  and  invalu- 
able help  that  the  School  Committee,  principals,  and 
teachers  have  given  me  on  every  occasion.  Their  attitude 
makes  being  superintendent  in  Berkley  a real  pleasure.

ANNUAL  REPORT 


REPORT  OF  THE  >Il  SU  SUPERVISOR 

Mr.  John  Rolfe, 

Superintendent  of  Schools, 

Berkley,  Mass. 

Dear  Mr.  Rolfe: 

I herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Music  Su- 
pervisor in  the  public  schools  in  the  town  of  Berkley. 

Grades  I and  II  learned  many  rote  songs  and  later 
noted  the  number  of  phrases  in  many  of  these  and  rec- 
ognized the  repetition  of  similar  motives  and  figures. 
The  next  step  was  the  application  of  syllables  by  rote.  It 
is  extremely  important  that  these  early  rote  songs  be 
taught  correctly.  These,  learned  first  through  EAR 
training,  must  be  accurate  in  tonal  relationship  in  prep- 
aration for  the  application  of  the  syllables  and  later  for 
EYE  training  from  staff  notation.  These  steps  follow 
one  another  so  closely  great  care  should  be  exercised  in 
correct  presentation. 

The  child  is  taught  to  use  light,  head  tones  and 
never  to  allow  himself  to  sing  with  a harsh,  reedy  qual- 
ity. This  applies  not  only  during  the  music  lesson  but 
at  all  times  when  he  sings.  Teachers  are  requested  to  ob- 
serve this  and  to  insist  vpon  it.  Simple  board  work  in 
scale  and  in  tonic  chord  drill  are  taught  early  in  the 
second  year  and  book'^study  of  songs  is  begun  after  the 
Christmas  holidays.  Individual  attention  is  given  to  the 
“Listeners”  and  the  number  in  this  group  is  decreased 
as  the  child  finds  his  singing  voice. 

Grades  III  and  IV  have  much  specific  drill  in  theory. 
This  includes  time  problems,  the  establishing  of  do,  mi, 
sol  in  different  key  signatures,  the  effect  of  a sharp,  flat 
and  cancel  the  singing  of  chromatics  and  writing  from 
dictation.  The  plan  of  work  is  to  sing,  recognize  visually, 
and  to  write  many  of  the  problems  in  theory  as  progress 
is  made  by  the  class. 

The  upper  grades  have  done  two,  three,  and  four 
part  music,  learned  keys  and  written  scales  in  the  differ- 
ent kinds  of  minors  and  related  majors.  With  the  use 
of  the  piano  a part  of  the  music  period  was  spent  in  the 
choosing  and  singing  of  songs  from  the  community  song- 
books. 
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In  Myricks  the  upper  grades  devoted  some  time  to 
the  rhythm  band.  Pupils  used  the  orchestra  scores  and 
whenever  possible  some  member  of  the  class  accompan- 
ied at  the  piano.  This  work  is  delightfully  entertaining 
and  excellent  practice  for  ensemble  playing. 

Just  before  the  fall  vacation  the  supervisor  was  ap- 
proached by  several  of  the  Myricks  pupils  regarding 
piano  instruction.  In  many  towns  and  cities  classes  are 
formed  for  the  training  of  those  boys  and  girls  inter- 
ested in  learning  to  play  some  musical  instrtument  and 
arrangements  are  made  to  have  these  lessons  conducted 
in  the  schools.  The  piano  is  acknowledged  as  the  foun- 
dational instrument.  A request  for  instruction  originat- 
ing with  the  pupils  themselves  would  be  well  worth  con- 
sidering. With  the  auditorium  at  the  Berkley  Common 
School  made  available  for  this  type  of  work,  classes  in 
folk  dancing  and  gymnastic  drills  could  also  be  formed. 
I would  ask  your  consideration  of  this  project  and  per- 
mission to  organize  and  instruct  such  groups.

Dear  Sir: 

The  annual  report  of  the  school  physician  and 
school  nurse  is  hereby  submitted. 

The  usual  weekly  visits  have  been  made  to  the  Berk- 
ly  Grammar  and  Myricks  Schools  during  the  past  year. 

Except  for  .colds,' the  school  pupils  have  been  free 
from  contagious  disease. 

The  mental  clinic  was  held  in  January.  This  clinic 
is  conducted  by  Dr.  Olga  Steinecke  of  the  Taunton  State 
Hospital  and  is  confined  to  the  first  grade. 

The  ear  testing  examination,  using  the  State  owned 
audiometer,  was  given  to  the  pupils.  Four  pupils  showed 
hearing  loss. 

The  Toxoid  Clinic  was  held  in  May.  A total  of  34 
pupils  completed  the  treatment.  There  were  15  pupils 
who  had  only  two  of  the  three  treatments. 

Pre-school  Clinic  was  held  in  May.  There  were  6 
children  from  Myricks  who  attended  and  20  children 
from  Berkley. 

In  April,  the  Dental  Clinic  was  held  with  54  pupils 
attending.  Dr.  Edmund  Tobin  of  Brookline  conducts 
this  clinic.  Dr.  Tobin  is  a conscientious  dentist  and  is 
anxious  for  the  pupils  to  take  advantage  of  this  service. 
Care  of  the  teeth  is  a very  important  factor  towards  good 
health. 

1 have  visited  50  homes  during  the  school  year.  1 
appreciate  the  friendly  cooperation  I have  received  in 
all  the  homes. 

Dr.  Souza  has  examined  all  of  the  pupils  at  Myricks 
and  Berkley  Grammar  School  and  has  found  a large  per- 
centage of  the  pupils  have  bad  teeth  and  throats.  Dr. 
Souza  urges  the  parents  to  have  their  children  take  ad- 
vantage of  the  dental  clinic  in  May.  Enlarged  or  diseased 
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tonsils  can  be  the  cause  of  keeping  a child  from  having 
good  health.  A clean  throat  is  insurance  against  colds. 

It  has  been  nice  to  find  only  one  marked  defect 
among  all  the  pupils.  This  case  necessitated  an  xray 
which  was  taken  at  the  Attleboro  Hospital.  The  xray 
proved  negative  but  the  child  is  being  watched  care- 
fully and  serious  trouble  will  be  avoided. 

Posture  has  been  very  poor.  Dr.  Souza  plans  to  se- 
cure a moving  picture  on  posture  very  soon. 

Dr.  Souza  and  I wish  to  thank  the  parents  and 
teachers  for  their  cooperation  during  the  past  year.
